He joins with other cosmochem- 
ists，geojlogists and Petrologists who 
are scheduled to be the first recipi- 
ents of the rock collected on the 
lunar mission. 

QUARANTINED 

On the astronauts” return，the 
rock will be quarantined at Hous- 
ton for at _ least 30 days.,A small 
grouP oot hand-Picked scientists will 
begin _ preliminary studies while 
doctors study the Possibility of con- 
taminatlon. 


Then, if all goes well some time 
late in August, all of the 140 sci- 
entists whom NASA has designated 
as “principal investigators”will be 
InVited to Houston. 


When they return to thelir own 
laboratories they will be carrying 
bieces of the moon， 


METEORITES 
In the gleam of light on a micro- 
scobic feck of the lunar surface， 
Dr Chao believes he may be able 
to_ see signs of the impact of mas- 
Sive meteorites On the moon. 


Producing Pressures of millions 
of pounds，such meteorite Impacts， 
transform the substances which they 
strike.， Specifically，they alter the 
ability of crystal to_ transmit 1l1ght. 

By studying this Property of

Although 
the expression “Gung Fu' is used widely today，the term's etymology is in no ways definitive as to how it came to be directiy asso- 
ciated with the Chinege self-defense or martial artg， Gung Fuis more za venacular termi a Imore formal and Proper: term is Mu- 
shu or cGwa-shu， wbich means “martial art; er 'national art.” However，since Gung Fu is a more familiar term ip America，Wwe 
will overlook the semantic and linguistic diffieulties of the term，Thus，Gung Fu meams amy of the traditional Chinese martial arts。
